Mrs. Paulina W. Davis next read the consti- 
tution of the National Woman's Huff rage Asso- 
ciation, recommending all ladies to step forward 
and subscribe to it 

Mrs. Kdson, of Houth Washington, desired to 
have the Committee on Kceolutioni* nrge upon 
< k ingress the (manage of the bill now before it. 
providing for the reorganisation of the Treasury 
Department, but opposing that section of the 
bill which fixes the salary of the female em- 
ployees lower than those of the men. Bhe 
thought this was a proper subject for the o*m- 
v mi tion to discuas. 

Miss Anthony, of New York, stated that a 
resolution on this point had lieon prepared, and 
would be offered in the course of the oonven- 
-tional proceedings. Hhe would recommend that 
nil attention lie given to national legislation, a* 
that covered local legislation. There might be 
some delegates who desired special resolutions 
on divers subjects, but the greater contained 
the loss. Miss Anthony then spoke severely 
against the present school system in the Dis- 
trict. Hhe thought oolorod children had not 
the advantages they ought to have. Hhe an- 
nounced the speakers for the evening session, 
among whom was Hon. A. O. Biddle of Uns 
city, and hoped that he would riddle all the ! 
cobwebs ol the opposition. 

The convention then adjourned till 7:30 p m

Hbe t ranted the audience would 
make amend* tor their bad behavior, and ap- 
plaud or abow their satisfaction and appr rval at 
any display of Intelligence, learning, or humor, 
or at any flashes of ml she might deliver dar- 
ing the course of her remmiks. {Laughter, and 
load applause.) 

To-d*y the revolutionary women of the nation 
were fighting with tongue and pen the hat i lea 
of fnture generation* ; ao did Washington fight 
for fntare generations and conquered. A re- j 
publican form of government wm said to he ) 
the government for the people , but where wa* 
a republic when the women were taxed without 
representation and deprived of their votes like 
idiots and felons ? One objection the men had 
to woman's suffrage was that woman oonld not 
fight ; she was physically weak. In view of 
this men bad the unwarrantable assnmpticm to 
control woman's property. The ballot was the 
sign of individual liberty ; with freedom it 
came to the slave. Men aav women ahall not j 
vote, according to custom ; hut custom had j 
nothing to do with right (Applause ) 

Men even took the Bible U> attempt to prove 
their rights over the women. But they fail to 
notice that the Bible i* not at all republican . it 
demands obedience to the kings ; and these re- 
publicans will see that they do not follow the 
Bible injunctions in carrying on the government . 

If a majority had the right to ask for a right, 
the minority had the same. Another *tnrv ad- 
vanced by the men was. that if suffrage wa* 
given to the women they would dance round the 
ballot-box (or three hundred and sixty-five daw* 
before and after the election, and toe poor men 
would bare to attend tbs baby and keep the 
kitchen. 

Men obtained the ballot for all kind* of men, 
as it wa* the only power to elevate mankind. A 
problem proving itself by an inverse ratio 
ought to have s prominent place in Eoclid. 

Another objection advocated by men was the 
inability of woman to fight and engage in war, 
the relic of barbarous ages. If women bad 
their way. not a drop of blood would he shed 
with the ;r consent Volume* could be written 
on the heroic deed* of women. Men bad often 
t»oen more cowardly than women. Artstarxea, 
aft er s lost bat tie, sent a spindle to his oom 
mending general. The building of Babylon 
showed the work* of a woman, and her »n j 
ganutty.

He bad Rausus 9,07 0 
votes ol 1867, and knew now that it would 1 k> 
double that. Let the people of other KtaUa 
make as strong au expression, and their repre- 
sentatives would quirk Iv tied their place* here 
too.

The constitution of the United Slates ex- 
pressly declares that no state shall make or en- 
force any law that shall abridge the privileges or 
immunities of citizens of the United States ; 
hence those provisions of the several state con- 
stitutions that exclude women from the fran- 
chise are in direct violation of the Federal con- 
stitution. Even the preamble recognizes, in 
the phrase “ We the people," the true origin of 
all just government. 

Preamble. We, the people of the United St* tea |» 
order to form • more perfect Union, eetablteb jneftoe. 
Ineure domee'.lc tranquility, provide for the common de- 
fenee. promote toe tenoral welfare, and aemre the bleae 
Insa of liberty to oureelvea and our posterity, do ordain 
and oatabllab tbia oonatUaUon for tba United Mates of 
America. 

Are not women people ? 

Bee. 4. The Untied Btatea ahaJI guarantee to every 
Stale In Ibis Union a republican form of government. 

How can that form of government be repub- 
lican, when one-half the people are forever de- 
prived of all participation in its affairs ? 

Article 6. The constitution and the lawe of tbe United 
atatea which aball be made to pursuance thereof, shall 
be tbe supreme law of tbe land ; and tbe Jndgaa In every 
state aball be bound thereby, anythin* tn tbe ronatltu 
Unn or laws of any state to the contrary notwltbaland 
Ing. 

The constitution tells us, too, who are citi- 
zens. The Fourteenth Amendment says : 

All persona horn or nature Used in the United Btatea. 
and subject to tbe Jnrtadlrtion thereof, are cttlsena of 
Uie United Btatea and ot tbe aUle wherein they 
reside. 

Bo stale shall make or enforce any lew which aball 
abridge tbe prtviiegea or Immunities ot cttlsena of tbe 
United State*. 

It has just been decided by the Supreme 
Court thst s foreign bom woman is nsturalired 
by marriage to a nstive. Therefore, as birth 
stid marrmge secure tbe right of citizenship to 
large clssaen. the remaining classes of foreign 
unmarried women shonld secure naturalization 
papers, thst we may all test our ri*ht to vote in 
the courts. 

As the subject of naturalization is expressly 
withheld from the stales, snd as the states 
wonld clearly have no ngbl to deprive of the 
franchise naturalized citizena. among whom 
women sre expressly included, still more dearly 
have they no right to deprive native bom Wo- 
men-cihzena of thia right. 

The stalea have the right to rapulnlr bnt nnl to 
prohibit the elective franchise to ritisens of the 
United Staton. Tbns the states may determtn* 
the qualifies! ions of electors They may require 
the elector to he of • certain age, to have had 
a fixed residence, to lie of a sane mind, and un 
convicted of crime, etc., hecanae these are 
qualifications of conditions that a’l citizens 
ammer oy later may attain . but to go Wyonri 
this, and My to oro-bali the citizens of the 
state, notwithstanding you po**e«« all these 
qualifications, yon "boil r.avm note, Is of the very 
essence of despotism tl is a bill of attainder 
ot the mod odious chsrscUi

Opposed to this provtaion of the oonstjtutiori, 
by tbe Fifteenth Amendment, yon hav# estab : 
lished as anstoerscy of man, sanctioning the un 
just legislation of tbe sereral states, whirl 
make all men nobles, all women serfs and in* 
contracts of every roamed woman a dead letter 
Justice and equity can only be attained by 
having the asm* laws for men and women tn 
the district aa well as the state. 

A further investigation of the subject will show 
that tbe language of tbe constitutions of all the 
states with the exception of those of Maaaarhu 
setts and Virginia on the subject of Suffrage is 
f^ecnliar. They almost sll read enbstantialh 
alike. "White male citizens, etc., aball be ! 
entitled to vote," and thia is supposed to ex- i 
clu.de all other citizens. There is no direct ex- 
clusion, except in tbe two state* above named i 
Now the error lies in supposing that an enabling 1 
clause is neceaaarv at all. Tbe right of tbe | 
people of a state to participate in s government | 
of their own ervation requires no enabling 1 
clause , neither can it be taken from them by j 
implication. To hold otterwiae. would be to j 
interpolate in the constitution a prohibition ! 
that does not exist. In framing a c institution, j 
the people are assembled in their sovereign 
capacity ; and being possessed of all rights and 
all powers, what is not surrendered Is retained. 
Nothing short of a direct prohibition can work 
a deprivation of rights that are fundamental 

In tbe language of John Jay to the people of 
New Yoik, urging the adoption of the constitu- 
tion of tbe United States, ‘ silence and blank 
paper neither give nor take swav anything, ' and 
Alexander Hamilton says [F^rrahat. No. AS), 

" Every man of discernment roust at once per- 
ceive the wide difference tot seen ailenoe and 
abolition. " 

The mode and manner in which tbe people 
ahall tak* part in the government of their 
creation may be prescribed by the constitution, 
but the rtght itaelf is antecedent to all constitu- 
tion*. It ia inalienable, and nan neither be 
bought, nor sold, nor given away. Bnt even if 
it should be held thst thia view is n titer able, 
and that women are dtafranebised by the sever*) 
stale constitution a directly, or by implication, 
then I say that such prohibitions sre dearly in 
conflict with the constitution of the United 
States and yield thereto. 

The language of that instrument is dear and 
emphatic ••■All person* boro n? naturalized in 
the United Staten, and subject to the juris 
diction thereof, are citizens of tbe United States' 
and of the state wherein they reside ' •• No 

state ahall make or enforce any law that shall 
abridge the privileges ot immunities of citizen* 
of the United SUtea 

It wonld be impossible to add to the foro* m ; 
effect of such language, and equally impossible 
to attempt to explain it away.

By certain acta of the Legislature aft 
qualification* were set aside, and it was decreed 
that all me*, black and white, bad the right to 
vote for members to a Constitutional 0ot>- 
vention. yea, mors, to be eligible to seat* therein 
to frame the fundamental lavra by which Gov- 
ernor ■ and Senator* were made, though they 
had no voice in the general election* 

When Rhode Island adopted her first consti- 
tution. tbe same principle wa* recognised, la 
the deha'es in the Illinois Convention, now in 
session, members re fu sed to swear to s up port 
th* state constitution be ca u se , sard they. *' it 
is absurd to swear to support what wv ur* now 
tearing to pieces.

There ia no reason, no argument, nothing 
but prejudice, against our demand , and there 
it no way to break down thia prejudice but to 
try the experiment. Therefore we most ear- 
nestly urge It, in anre faith that no soon a* 
Congress and the people shall have witnessed 
n* iH'neficial results, they will go forward and 
present and ratify a Sixteenth Amemomekt 
that nIihII prohibit any state to disfranchise any 
of its citizens on account of sex. 

We ask that you shall not have s single word 
in the District laws relative to at>x any more 
than you have relative to color or race. W«, 
worsen, are civilized human bcinga. and want 
to l»e treated as such In nil the laws and consti- 
tntirma. 

You have by constitutional amendment, given 
the ballot unasked to the unwashed. tincomlicd, 
unlettered foreigners and colored men, and now, 
when we, your peer* in intellect, wealth and vir- 
tue, ask the recognition of rmr equal rights, is 
it not unjust, nsv, cruel, to demand that we 
•ball wait until a majority of the ignorant 
masses of women shall be educated to j*k lor 
their rights? 

Mrs. Hookrr said— The fifth commandment, 
" Honor thy father and tny mother." could not 
Is- obeyed white boys are taught by our law* 
and constitutions to bold all women In con- 
tempt. Hhe felt it was not only woman 'a right 
but duly to assume responsibility in the gov 
• minent. Hhe tbonght the importune* ot the

Fmanctpa 
tion, Ihstnct of Columbia Hnffragr act, and Re- 
construction, he had never seen a committee tn 
which were pnwnt so many Senator* and Rep
